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Youngblood accused of assessment abuses 

Romulus, Van Buren, Canton join 
suit against drain commissioner

Officials from the townships of 
Canton, Van Buren, Huron and 
Brownstown and the cities of 
Riverview and Romulus are suing 
the Wayne County Drain Com- 
missioner on charges of “acting 
improperly and illegally” in 
assessment procedures for drain 
cleaning. 

Named along with Drain Com- 
missioner Charles N. Youngblood in 
the suit are the Wayne Countv RoarH 
of Commissioners, Wayne County 
and the Wayne County treasurer. 

The six communities accuse 
Youngblood of a variety of abuses of 
his office. They claim he has 
illegally used assessment money 
that should be earmarked solely for 
drain cleaning to pay administrative 
costs of his office.

If your three-month child has 
problems following a moving object 
with his eyes, if he does not have 
good head control at six months old, 
if he is unable to say even the sim- 
plest word by the time he is about a 
year old, he may be exhibiting some 
early signs of a developmental lag 
that may denote a more serious 
problem.

Communites United for Action 
(CUFA) and the Metropolitan 
Society for Crippled Children and 
Adults (MSCCA) has formed an 
association in an effort to identify 
and treat children in the Romulus A 
Sumpter communities who may 
have developmental problems. 

The individuals serviced include 
children from birth through sixteen 
years of ace with orthopedic, 
neurological or neuromuscular 
disorders; sensory communication 
and those with psychological and 
social problems resulting from 
physical disabilities.

With the advent of programs 
suited exclusively for senior citizen 
needs, a danger exists that 
programs in one community will be 
duplicated at double the co6t to local 
taxpayers. 

However, a group has been func- 
tioning for more than a year in an 
effort to avoid such tax waste. 

Known as the Senior Citizens 
Program Coordinating Council 
(SCPCC), the agency consists of 
representatives from Romulus, 
Huron, Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township and Taylor who 
view the “big picture” of senior 
services in those communities and 
attempt to suggest ways that 
programs from one community 
could serve seniors in other com-

leaves only 22 percent of every 
dollar sent to the drain com- 
missioner from the communities for 
actual maintenance and repair of 
drains. According to state law, 
administrative costs are to be paid

Referrals will 
then be made to MSCCA for 
evaluation, diagnosis, treatment 
and follow-up.

In addition, the communities 
claim that much of the work that 
they have been asked for has never 
been done at all. 

They further accused Youngblood 
of failing to notify residents of 


special assessments, paying fringe 
benefits out of the assessment 
money, andcharging 'far in excess” 
of the $800 limit per mile for drain 
repair. That dollar limit is man- 
dated by state law, unless approved 
by half the communities in the 
drainage district.

York for Van Buren Township; 
Richard F. Sullivan for Huron

Dems race 


A candidate for the 38th House 
district Democratic nomination has 
withdrawn from the race. 

Almost at the same time he an- 
nounced his candidacy, Russell H 
Skidgell of Harris Road, Sumpter 
Township, withdrew his name from 
consideration and suggested that his 
supporters vote for candidate James 
R. Bruce instead. 

“I would like to thank the people 
who have shown interest in my 
campaign and those who signed my 
petition for candidacy,” Skidgell 
said in withdrawing from the race. 
"I'm withdrawing because at a 


meeting with many of my sup- 
porters, other interested parties and 
James Bruce. 1 learned that Mr. 
Bruce’s political philosophy in 
terms of taxes, forced busing and 
the lack of representation in the 
district, is similar to mine.” 

Bruce and Skidgell were listed as 
candidates who will oppose in- 
cumbent state Representative 
Edward E. Mahalak in the Aug 3 
race for t he Democra tic nomination . 
The winner will face a Republican 
challenger in the race. 

Skidgell’s name still will be listed 
on the ballot, even though he has 
chosen not to campaign

Mr. Munger served as Romulus 
city attorney from 1973-75, and most 
recently, had agreed to help in a 
lawsuit being brought against the 
Wayne County Drain Com- 


missioner’s office for what are 
believed to be illegal assessments 
against out-county residents. 

Residents of Browns town, Huron 
and Van Buren townships were 
joining in the class action to contest 
the drain commissioner s right to 
assess them for storm drain 
maintenance, and had asked Mr. 
Munger to represent them 

Mr Munger is survived by a wife 
and eight children

sets sidewalk sale date 


'We're planning it a little 
different this year...' 


The annual downtown Belleville 
sidewalk sale has been set for July 
30 and 31. 

Bob Parent, owner of Sun and 
Snow Sports in Belleville, is coor- 
dinator of this year’s event. 

According to Parent, the sidewalk 
sale will run from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
July 30 and from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
July 31. 

“We’re planning it a little dif- 
ferent this year, possibly inviting 
outside businesses to the community 
Tor space in the street, so long as 
they’re Chamber-area businesses,” 
Parent said. “We want this year’s 
festival to be a real chamber event, 
with all chamber businesses par- 
ticipating, whether they’re in the 
city or not.” 


Parent said this year that the 
chamber will not provide space for 
“flea market”-type displays. 
However, the chamber will explore 
inviting arts and crafts exhibits. 

“It’s the philosophy of the 
chamber that this event should be a 
showcase for the talents of 
Belleville-area citizens as well as a 


place for the businessmen to show 
their goods.’’ Parent said. 

The chamber sidewalk sale 
coordinator added that the chamber 
should consider including a “far- 
mers’ market.” 

Parent said the flea market idea 
was rejected because he feared 
“people cleaning out their garages 


and bringing it to the city.” 

“I don’t think businessmen are 
concerned about other similar 
businesses setting up booths in the 
downtown area, since the diversity 
of sales is one reason people will 
attend them,” Parent said. “But 
having someone set up shop out of 
their car trunk with items from the 
garage would only demean the 
event.” 

Persons interested in obtaining 
space in the sales can make 
arrangements with Parent by 
calling him at 697-4459. 

The final decision on which 
displays will go into the sales will be 
made by the chamber, on the 
suggestion of members of the 
Chamber’s board of directors.

Township; Steve C. Berecz for 
Brownstown and Paul A. Kraft for 
Riverview. 

Spokesman at the meeting was 
Brownstown Supervisor W. Curt 
Boiler. Also attending were Canton 
Supervisor Robert Greenstein, 
Huron Township Supervisor George 
Moore, Van Buren Supervisor Elton 
Gollwitzer and County Com- 
missioner Royce Smith, as well as 
other officials from the affected 
areas. 

The treasurers brought suit 
because they felt they would be “in 
violation of the public trust if they 
had paid” the money to the county, 
Boiler explained. In many com- 
munities, special assessments are 
put on the regular tax rolls, and then 
collected by the city or township 
along with other taxes. The com- 
munity in turn pays the county its 
due amount. 

However, the treasurers balked at 
paying the county this year, 
choosing instead to put the money 
into a escrow account rather than 
pay a tax they felt to be illegal, the 
officials said. 

The suit asks that the treasurers 
be allowed to withhold the money 
from the drain commissioner, that 
they be allowed to look at county 
books of the drain commissioner’s 
office and that special assessments 
now in escrow be repaid to citizens. 
It also asks that the County 
revolving fund for such taxes not be 
used to pay administrative costs 
that should be paid by the county 
general fund. 

A second count is included in the 
' complaint as a class action lawsuit 
against the drain commissioner and 
county. Using Boiler from Brown- 
stown and Kraft from Riverview as 
representative defendants, the suit 
says that they and “members of 
their class” were required to pay 
illegal assessments since the Drain 
Code was originally adopted in 1956. 

It requests refunds to all persons 
who paid special assessments that 
were charged in violation of the 
state statute. 

Officials estimated that this 
lawsuit could run into millions of 
dollars. They reiterated at the 
meeting that “this is the tip of the 
iceberg” and only a beginning to the 
legal action that may happea 
The charge states that some 
$250,000 in assessed taxes is being 
held by the communities in escrow, 
and that the treasurers believe the 
money should be refunded to citizens 
of the community. 

In other communities, such as 
Canton Township, the drain 
assessment is paid out of the general 
fund, not assessed to the residents 
directly. 

Supervisor Greenstein com- 
plained that $20,000 had been paid by 
Canton to the drain commissioners 
office in the past three years and 
“they never did any work.” 

The seeds of the lawsuit began last 
summer when Boiler and Gollwitzer 
got together to compare common 
problems with the drain com- 
missioner. 

Gollwitzer said he and treasurer 
Dorothy York went downtown to the 
commissioner’s office to get in- 
formation on assessments They 
were refused access to information 
He said township officials had 
refused to pay the bill for the past 
two years and that now it was “time 
to take the initiative” in remedying 
the situation. 

Although Gollwitzer and Boiler 


commissioner 


filed affidavits with the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners 
against approval of the tax roll, that 
legislative body said it was not their 
job to decide the legality of it. 

Commissioner Royce Smith’s 
attempts to get Van Buren and 
Brownstown’s assessments deleted 
from the tax lolls failed. Since then, 
the other communities joined in the 
complaint. 

The meeting ended in the signing 
of the charges by the six treasurers, 
then turned into a general gripe 
session against the drain com- 
missioner. 

The officials said that they found 


out that 78 percent of their 
assessments went to administration 
when Youngblood’s attorney, 
Chester Pierce, appeared at a public 
hearing in Canton Township in 
March. 

According to Harry S. Ellman, 
attorney for the six communities, 
“Pierce admitted that 78 percent 
was used for administrative ex- 
penses.” 

Gollwitzer argued with the use of 
the word “admitted,” saying that 
Pierce “declared it as if it was 
perfectly all right. He never felt any 
guilt about anything.” 

At that public hearing Pierce 


apparently blamed the county for 
not giving Youngblood enough 
money to run his department, and 
decided to charge assessments to 
get the money he needed, the of- 
ficials said. 

The representatives of the com- 
munity proceeded to complain about 
how difficult it is to communicate 
with Youngblood’s office, saying he 
refuses to answer questions or 
return calls to elected officials. 

Youngblood is up for re-election 
this year, and has been challenged 
by former Romulus mayor Terry L. 
Troutt for the Democratic nod in the 
August primary.

Ford seeks passage 


of federal jobs bill 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has called on the 
President to approve a $3.9 billion 
jobs bill, which would benefit the 
sagging state economy. 

The bill, which would pump more 
than $100 bullion into the state, 
would authorize $2 billion for local 
works programs during the next 15 
months, a project which can be 
started within 90 days, another $.25 
billion for “counter-cyclical” grants 
and $700,000 million for wastewater 
treatment. 

TTie legislation, a scaled down 
version of the original $6 billion 
proposal, may be veteoed by 
President Gerald Ford. 

“I hope the President recognizes 
that these wide margins (the House 
voted 328 to 83 and the Senate 70-25 to 
approve it) or approval indicate 
widespread support of this bill,” the 
congressman said. “Members of 
both political parties clearly see the 
need for federal action to stimulate 
employment and give the national 
economy a shot in the arm.” 


“The “counter cyclical” plan is 
designed specifically for Michigan 
and other states with higher-than- 
average unemployment. State and 
local governments would be eligible 
for a total of $1.25 billion to assist 
them in maintaining basic public 
services under ^formula tied to the 
unemployment rate. The state’s 
current jobless rate is at 10.2 per- 
cent, well above the national 
average of 7.3 percent, according to 
Ford. 

“At this rate, Michigan’s state 
government should receive more 
than $30,000,000 and another 
$61,000,000 would be available for 
use by cities, villages and town- 
ships,” he added 

“This portion of the bill will 
preserve some 90,000 throughout the 
country at the state and local level 
and another 20,000 jobs will be 
created by the public works 
provision of the bill,” he said 

He went on to say that “it is em- 
ployment that is inflationary.” 


“In the past 13 months we have 
spent $35 billion for unemployment 
compensation, and billions more for 
welfare, food stamps and other 
programs to help the unemployed,” 
he added “In addition we lo6t $50 
billion in federal tax revenues 
during 1975 a nd another $27 billion in 
tax income that the state would have 
received with normal employment.” 

“Every precentage point of 
unemployment costs the federal 
government $17 billion — $12 billion 
in lost tax revenues and $5 billion in 
unemployment benefits and support 
programs.

Utilities plagued by sleazy politics

Sleazy politics continues to plague the hard pressed, over- regulated, 
investor-owned electric utilities. It is serious enough to have a thoroughly 
politicized Public Service Commission ignore the reality of all the 
economic facts in rate cases under the pretense of protecting the con- 
sumer. That, of course, is so much unadulterated hokum. 

Actually these commissioners are pandering to a few loudmouth 
politicans, who make careers out of attacking the utilities, and a few self 
appointed, pseudo-consumer groups in the hope that it will win votes for 
their respective political sponsors or for themselves when the time come 
for one or more of them to make a pitch for elective office. 

Now comes a series of recommendations from a majority of the 
members of the Governors’ Advisory Commission on Electric Power 
Alternatives to put the State of Michigan into the production and sale of 
electric power. Imagine that! Socialized kilowatts! How such a 
preposterously nonsensical notion could come from otherwise intelligent 
individuals should win the prize for the mystery of the decade. I do not 
mean to question the integrity of the members of this commission. I do 
mean to disagree vigorously with their puzzling decision. 

In my commonsense opinion, the taxpayers and the users would get a 
scandalous reading that would make previous political shaftings seem 
pleasant by comparison if the Governor should be some unfortunate 
circumstance follow this ill-timed advice. Whether the Governor will buy 
the weird proposal is not known at this time. 

When I asked him about the report in May he disguised his intentions 
with customary political periphrastics by stating, “That report will 
require a lot of study,” When I repeated these remarks to one of the 
Governor’s personal and political supporters he said, “If Bill cannot 
reject that silly idea in three seconds he must be for it”. 

He could be. I do not know what he will do. I do not know why he ap- 
pointed the commission in the first place. After all he did create the 
commission about a year ago. He selected the chairman, _ his former 
Lieutenant Governor, a likeable, sincere and honest enough person who 
has been on the taxpayers’ payroll long enough to probably consider that 
a divine right by now. The chairman has a compatible working and 
personal relationship with the Governor. The chief staff member 
assigned to work with the commission was selected from the Attorney 
General’s office. That gives his views a slant. 

It is difficult to imagine the Attorney General assigning anybody to 
such a commission that would not reflect his own prejudices against the 
private utilities. Nobody — I mean nobody at all — has been more fran- 
tically antiprivate utility than the Attorney General, Frantic Frank 
himself. 

The Governor’s executive order mandated that the commission 
determine the desirability and feasibility of establishing a Michigan 
Power Authority to engage in the financing, construction and operation of 
new generating and other facilities. Further it mandated that con- 
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As we see it 


sideration be given to establishing a program of insurance and 
guarantees on the state level to bring about lower cost of financing 
electric utility debt along with other considerations. If he had not been 
giving consideration to these proposals why was he so specific in his 
orders? 

So what happens? After almost a year of deliberation, meetings galore, 
expenditures of well overtlOO.OOO of the taxpayers’ money (according to a 
statement by the chairman at a public hearing in Detroit on May 21, 1976) 
and some fancy parliamentary maneuvering at the decision making 
session in April, eight members voted to recommend the creation of 
another bureaucratic structure to be called the Michigan Power 
Authority The first vote was seven to six against the proposal. Then 
after long discusion a second vote was taken. Some shifting of votes 
occurred for some unexplained reason. The final vote of eight to five 
favoring the proposal became the majority report. 

The powers granted to this new authority are awesome. This body 
would be appointed by the Governor. The Michigan Power Authority 
would be autonomous in its operations. It could borrow $1 billion, 
initially, with the full faith and credit of the state. It could purchase sites 
and construct a 1,500,000 kilowatt generating plant and sell the power to 
the private companies in the quantity and at a price determined by the 
authority with the restriction that the private companies must sell it at 
the same price, without any profit, and with the further provision that the 
amount allowed the companies for service and transmission to customers 
would then be decided by the Public Service Commission. 

Also, the Michigan Power Authority would decide what additional 
facilities would meet growth needs in the future. It would then be allowed 
to compete with the private companies to build the new facilities. It could 
decide that economic growth should be restricted and people should 
curtail use of electricity to meet their own bureaucratized conscience. 
This new creature of state government would have life and death control 
over industry, business and private citizens as it relates to use of elec- 


trical power because it — and it alone — would decide future needs and 
future use of available power. 

It should be understood by the public that any claims for cheaper power 
produced by the State are fallacious and full of deception If rates were 
made slightly less to create the proper political impression for shoever is 
in office, the additional costs would be added tmthe tax bill. The total 
could be more. The actual charge would be hidden by increased taxes 
That is the history of public power 

It should also be understood that this is the most capital intensive of all 
industries. The capital expenditure for construction of new facilities to 
meet Michigan’s growing needs for electric power is dependent on sale of 
securities. Internal generation of capital does not have the same rule in 
the financing of electric utility expansion as it does in most other private 
industries In periods of accelerated expansion needs, external sources of 
investment may reach 70 percent or more, according to utility finance 
experts. 

Due to inflation, uncontrolled cost increases and strictly controlled 
income, the investor-owned electric utilities have been unable to secure 
adequate financing for urgently needed facilities to meet present and 
future needs. Consequently, within the past two years about $6.4 billion in 
construction has been postponed. A considerable part of the reason for 
the lack of confidence is because the state regulatory climate is so 
miserable — one of the worst in the nation. The regulatory climate is so 
miserable — one of the worst in the nation. The regulatory climate 
becomes even worse, with this recommendation to have the state stick its 
long nose further into the utility business, ore about that later 

Fourtunately, this majority report was accompanied by a strongly 
worded minority report, filed and signed by five members of the com- 
mission. It recommends that the Governor “Reject in its entirety the 
interim report tendered by eight members of the existing Governor’s 
Advisory Commission on Electric Power Alternatives.” This will be the 
subject of the next column.

It happened today, again, for the 
umpteenth time. And instead of 
seething inside, blaming you for 
something you don’t even realize 
you’re doing, I’m going to tell you 
once and for all — don’t call me 
“honey.” 

Many government officials and 
community leaders in this area, and 
most everywhere, are men. Women 
are beginning to push their way in. 
but not as rapidly as they might. It 
will be awhile before there are an 
equal number of male and female 
mayors, supervisors and other 
government administrators. 

So in my daily dealings with city 
government I spend a lot of time 
talking to men — usually very nice, 
polite and well-meaning public 
servants. They rarely refuse to 
answer my questions, return my 


calls and give me news stories. They 
realize that good relationships with 
the press are essential. 

But some — used to talking to 
female secretaries, clerks and other 
women employees — too often let 
slip that demeaning term that 
continues to be a subtle jab at 
women’s rights. 

“I’ll call you right back, honey,” 
was the promise I heard today from 
one local administrator. Since he 
was busy, I didn’t mind that he 
couldn't talk to me right then. I did 
mind that he called me “honey.” 

For years, women from the 
position of secretary up to the 
supposedly prestigious jobs have 
had to tolerate these subtle put- 
downs as part of their job. It may on 
the surface be a term of friendliness, 
but to me it means that the person 
I’m talking to considers me no more 
than a sweet little woman, kind of 


cute but certainly not an equal. 

I can hear people now, accusing 
me of being incredibly thin-skinned, 
such a little thing to get upset about. 

It is a little thing. That is why I 
have never protested or objected, I 
get my job done well enough. 

But it’s all the little things put 
together, plus all the mam mouth 
things, that make up discrimination. 

People have become very aware 
of calling people chairpersons and 
council members, and newspaper 
carriers, taking out the repeated 
reference to the male sex. These 
were little things, but hopefully the 
emphasis on them has created some 
awareness of the problem. 

I’m not just asking that you stop 
calling me “honey,” “sweetie,” 
“dear” and the numerous other 
terms. * I’m talking about your 
secretary, too, and the bank teller, 
and the receptionist. Just because 


our jobs are not as “important” as 
yours, doesn’t mean We aren’t 
persons, too. 

And I realize that many times you 
don’t even realize you’re saying it I 
know you don’t consciously decide to 
say something mat is offensive. 
\Vh«t could be more friendly than 
such a term? But somehow, the 
words manage to put the female in 
her place 

IL^we called you “honey,” you'd 
certainly take it with a raised 
eyebrow, to say the least. 

And I can just about guarantee 
that most men don’t call other men, 
albeit job inferiors, such terms. 

So let’s call a truce. Try it. Try 
treating your secretary and the 
dozens of other female persons you 
meet, as persons, not as “honeys.” 

This is fair warning Or I’ll have to 
start calling you the same thing.

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Federal hiring 
abuses must end 


The United States Civil 
Service Commission over- 
sees the operation of the 
merit system on behalf of 
some 2.8 million federal 
workers. But for the past 
couple of years# the news 
media has reported many 
instances of widespread 
political influence in the 
federal civil service. 

Last October, while under 
the glare of public pressure, 
the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission (CSC) ap- 
pointed a Merit Staffing 
Review Team to lead an 
investigation of federal 
employment practices. A 
recently released report, 
titled "A Self- Inquiry into 
Merit Staffing/' predictably 
offers an in-depth study of 
rampant abuses which have 
occurred in federal 
recruitment and 
examination procedures. 

The (CSC) press release 
announcing the results says 
the report "describes in- 
stances of staffing 
authorities and procedures 
that facilitated the granting 
of preferential treatment to 
individuals, spotlights 
systemic shortcomings that 
were subject to misuse by 
both the CSC and agencies, 
and addresses weaknesses in 


our enforcement policies . . 

a 

Among other findings, the 
review team discovered 
manipulation in mid-level 
and senior-level 
examinations, preferential 
treatment for favored 
candidates, active lobbying 
efforts by CSC officials on 
behalf of specific individuals, 
lack of adequate response by 
the CSC to indications of 
political interference. 

One of the supposed 
benefits of public em- 
ployment have been the 
alleged protections of "merit 
hiring," "merit promotions" 
and "merit pay raises." The 
lessons of the CSC scandal 
report should not be lost to 
state and local public em- 
ployees: any labor system 
operated by politicians can 
easily be subverted by 
politicians. 

To the doubters we offer 
the CSC's own admission that 
"there can be no question 
thatchings happened which 
should not have happened." 
Until the collective 
bargaining principle is 
universally adopted in the 
public sector, we believe 
things will continue to 
happen which never should 
have happened.

Amid all the glamour of 
their profession, there is the hear- 
tache of problems and difficulties 

The other day I was invited to 
lunch by a prominent businessman 
in the area and we discussed many 
of the most important issues of the 
day During the course of our con- 
versation, he admitted that he 
drains a bottle of Maalox every so 
often because of nervous tension and 
a possible ulcer. 

Now here’s a likeable, smiling, 
successful man who has worked his 
way into a good paying profession 
and serves in several important 
community positions. 

Many look up to him, and I do, too! 
But his confession (I’m not exactly 
sure that’s the right word to use) 
showed that all is not what it seems 
to be 


Those who look at him every day 
and see his beaming smile and 
courteous way do not realize the 
tension and burdens he carries in his 
position of responsibility. They 
simply admire his high position and 
good salary and aspire to have 
something similar — not knowing 
the price he’s paid for that position.

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Republican chances fading

WASHINGTON — Ahead in 
delegates, diligently working the 
state conventions to pick up the 
margins needed for victor? at 
Kansas City. Gerald R. Ford is 
making the case that, with himself 
at the top of the ticket. Republicans, 
generally, would be better off in the 
fall. 

Ford has an argument. In the 
liberal provinces, certainly that is 
true. But it is about the only 
argument left left for the President’s 
nomation. Unquestionably, for 
example, a ticket qth Ford at the top 
would run stronger in nearby 
Montgomery County, enhancing 
slightly the G.O.P.’s chance of 
retaining the congressional seat of 
retiring liberal Gilbert Gude 

But packing Newton Stears off to 
the 95th Congress from the 
Maryland suburbs is not what the 
political conflict of 1976 is all about. 
The Republican objective this fall 
should be first to retain the White 
House for the Republican Party. 

Measured by that yardstick, the 
arguments for a Ford candidacy 
have almost disappeared. Where is 
the scenario for a Ford victory this 
fall? Where is the map showing the 
states with the 270 electoral votes 


Ford must have to win? Where is the 
theme of a Ford campaign to inspire 
and rally a nation? 

While Ronald Reagan, like Ford, 
would be an underdog candidate for 
the presidency, there is a chance 
that with him at the top of the ticket, 
the Republicans can muster a 
narrow electoral majority in the fall. 

Considerthe “must” states for the 
G.O.P. in 1976. 

They include, first, the plains and 
mountain states where Reagan 
routed the President two-and three- 
to-one; and California, where 
Reagan defeated the President by 
about 740,000 Republican votes. 

They include the border states and 
Florida, where the President and 
Reagan roughly split the vote; and 
the Deep South and Texas where 
Reagan again rolled up margins of 
two-to-one. To take the South away 
from regional favorite son Jimmy 
Carter, the Republican candidate 
must carry some of the Wallace 
pepple with him. Which of the two, 
Reagan or Ford, is best equipped to 
manage that? 

In Ford’a favor it can be argued 
that he would be stronger in the 
swing states of Ohio, Illinois, 
' Michigan, and New Jersey. 



Perhaps. But of what value the 
swing states, if you have already 
surrendered your Republican base 
to James Earl Carter? 

The Republican establishment, 
pacing nervously about the bridge of 
Mr. Morton s Titanic, is staying with 
the ship not because Ford has the 
best chance of securing the 
presidency, but because he offers 
the best hope of saving themselves 
But they have forgotten the lesson of 
1972. Coattails have almost 
vanished. The Republican landslide 
against George McGovern had only 
a marginal impact upon the com- 
position of the 93rd Congress. 

Even the Ford partisans will 
concede. Reagan is the superior 
campaigner, that the former 
governor of California is the only 
Republican who can exploit the 


rising sentiment in the country 
against this capital city. 

Whatever mistakes Reagan and 
his men have made, they did not bull 
their way into Ford’s home state and 
run bonehead commercials calling 
him a warmonger, as the Ford men 
did in the California primary. 
Reagan has shown he can get up off 
the canvas after knockdowns in New 
Hampshire. Florida and Illinois; the 
Reagan of June, 1976, is a more 
confident campaigner and savvy 
candidate than the Reagan of 
January, 1976. 

Nomination of either candidate 
would cause, as surveys show, 
defections to Jimmy Carter in the 
fall. But Ford’s candidacy would 
trigger a third-party run on the 
right, the objective of which would 
be to send that final torpedo into the 
Titanic, if it was yet afloat. 


Let us face facts. The hour is at 
hand when the Republicans, con- 
servatives and liberals, should 
gather together in the halls of their 
fathers' mansions for a final 
farewell dinner, and depart their 
separate ways. 

Republican conservatives will 
never support a “Mac’’ Mathias for 
president Republican 
’’progressives’’ will take a two- 
month siesta if Ronald Reagan is the 
nominee 

Ergo, every four years, 


Republicans to remain together 
must unite behind moderates and 
centrists, the lead item on whose 
political agenda is too often simply 
divvying up the power, perks, and 
privileges that go with control of the 
executive branch of the government 
of the United States 
Better this fall for the Republicans 
to go down battling the seedy 
liberalism of this capital city than to 
sink slowly beneath the waves, 
flying the bloodless banner of 
“Peace, Prosperity, and Trust ” 


The coronation of King Carter 


WASHINGTON — “With a sincere 
conviction of his own right,” ob- 
served the historian Mark K. 
Boatner III, “and an inflexible 
tenacity of purpose, George III 
-oursued policy of coercion while 
reiuai*»i Wf f jdeaf to advice that he 
lacked the means it carrying it 
through.” 

The more you listen to former 
Georgia Governor Jimmy Carter, 
the more his posture resembles that 
of Britain’s George III, from whom 
we declared our independence 200 
years ago on July 4, 1776. In fact, 
more and more members of the 
media have taken to describing the 
Democratic convention in New York 
and assured nomination of Carter 
following the July 4th holiday as a 
“coronation.” 

Carter, indeed, has an imperial 
air, not accustomed to having his 
views or wishes questioned or 
crossed. Like monarchs of the past, 
King Carter shows a steeling in- 
terior despite his soft Southern 
exterior. His mother testifies that 


James (Jimmy) I never forgets* or 
forgives those who cross a Carter, 

Carter’s use of the religious issue 
to corral “the Christian vote,” which 
is just about everyone, evokes the 
long dead and buried doctrine of 
“Divine Rights of Kings” when 
monarchs like James I, George III 
of England and Louis XVI ruled in 
the belief that God had ordained 
them to reign. Carter doesn’t say 
this, but the impression he leaves is 
that all he needs is the power of 
government and the guiding light of 
God and all the problems facing our 
society will be dissolved into what 
Carter calls “A New America.”. 

Historian Boatner’s observation 
about King George’s sincere sense of 
moral right, tenacity, and refusal to 
see he lacked the means to ac- 
complish his ends can also be ap- 
plied to Carter’s plans for re- 
organizing the federal government. 
Repeatedly, Carter has pledged to 
make this his first priority in his 
first year as president. Yet, anyone 
familiar with the federal

SACRAMENTO, Calif. - Memo to 
Michigan taxpayers: It could be 
worse. 

Much has been written in recent 
years about the free spending ways 
of the Michigan Legislature. The 
Senate spent about $1.5 million 
remodeling its offices a couple of 
years ago and another $250,000 or so 
last year to satisfy the tastes of 
Democrats who had taken over from 
Republicans. 

But it must be confessed after a 
visit here those Michigan guys are 
pikers in comparison to California’s 
lawmakers. 

The Capitol here is in the midst of 
a renovation budgeted to cost $43.2 
million and expected to end up more 
than that. They are pretty much 
gutting the old Capitol after a couple 
engineering reports said it wasn’t 
earthquake proof. 

The original report was unearthed 
by the dean of the Legislature, Sen. 
Randolph Collier, back when he was 
pushing a $100 million office com- 
plex for the Legislature. His plan 
was hooted down by the press and 
the public, but the state had a report 
that said it would be liable if an 
earthquake happened and people 
were hurt or killed in the Capitol. 

Thus, the total rennovation in- 
tended to put the Capitol back in 
pretty much the same way it was 
built 105 years ago A temporary 
addition has been built to house the 
Legislature and some offices in the 
remodeling and the Capitol itself is 
now fenced off and pretty much 
gutted. 

California legislators live better in 
other ways, as well 


'ttieir pay, $21,120 a year, is $2,120 
more than Michigan. 

Their living expense allowance 
averages $6,000 a year — double 
what Michigan lawmakers are 
allowed. 

They get $220 a month from the 
state to lease a car for themselves — 
our lawmakers get a mileage 
allowance for one trip home a week 
and that’s it. 

Each senator has a minimum staff 
of eight people — double what ours 
get — and each House member gets 
at least four staff people — again 
double Additional staff come with 
seniority and with committee 
chairmanships 

In addition, the offices are much 
more elaborate than those found in 
Lansing. The lieutenant governor’s 
office makes Gov. William G. 
Milliken’s office pale by com- 
parison. The speaker’s office, 
located on a marbled corridor with 
plush carpeting, new, modern 
furniture and recessed lighting, 
makes Michigan Speaker Bobby 
Crim’s office look like a WPA 
project with its prison industries 
furniture 

That isn’t tc hint all of Michigan's 
legislators — particularly in the 
Senate — have been models ol 
propriety with their spending They 
haven’t. And it isn’t to say larger 
staffs are a waste of money', since 
the more research that can be done 
on an issue, the better the final 
product should be 

What it says is that they aren’t 
alone, or even the mo6t extreme, in 
their desire to spend taxpayers 
money on themselves.

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bureaucracy knows that the en- 
trenched thousands will fight any 
and all attempts to abolish or con- 
solidate the empires that make up 
the bureaucracy that has been built 
in Washington since the Franklin 
Roosevelt New Deal.

He advocates political ideas and 
program ranging from the New 
Deal, through Truman’s Fair Deal, 
to the Kennedy New Frontier and 
Johnson Great Society and the New 
Left. Behind every one of these eras 
in American politics has been the 
constant impulse of federal power 
that has created the problems 
Carter pledges to resolve. If, 
therefore, the Democratic Party 
maintains its control of both haises 
of Congress in 1977 and Carter is 


elected, they will represent a 
massive capacity to take the country 
far behond the New Deal, New 
Frontier, and Great Society to a 
position that the New Left members 
of the Democratic Party want. 

Carter, in short, will doubtlessly 
demand and will be able to get the 
massive unaccountable government 
power — which has producted the 
scandals, waste, and corruption of 
recent years!

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Suburban Dems enlist GOP to stop bill

The pleading, trading and arm- 
twisting was intense in the 
Legislature’s closing days as 
suburban Democrats enlisted 
outstate Republicans to overcome 
former House Speaker William 
Ryan's efforts to steer a 
metropolitan area mass transit bill 
through the State House. 

With Ryan labelling the opposition 
purely anti-Detroit and— citing the 
need for quick action— trying to win 
support for a variety of local funding 
mechanisms, representatives from 
suburban districts in the tri-county 
area were matching his lobbying 
blow for blow. 

“We’ve been telling represen- 
tatives from outside the Detroit area 
that if this bill passed, it would just 
be a foot in the door for similar 
projects funded by unfair taxes in 
other metropolitan areas in the state 
later,’’ said Rep. Joyce Symons, (D- 
Allen Park). 

Mrs. Symons and Rep. Gilbert 
DiNello, (D-East Detroit), 
organized a meeting last week of 15 


suburban legislators to discuss the 
bill. 

Everyone attending agreed every 
version of the proposal’s method for 
collecting the necessary $12.5 
million in taxes to bring in some $500 
million in federal matching funds 
was inequitable, they said. 

So, in the few days remaining 
before the July 2 votes that, at least 
temporarily, have killed the plan, 
the core group began lobbying with 
outstate legislators not directly 
affected by the bill. 

They said the bill would come 
back to haunt the outstaters later, 
passed out copies of a newspaer 
article critical of subways, and-by 
DiNello’s admission — traded their 
future support of other legislators’ 
pet bills for immediate no votes on 
the transit legislation. 

At the same time, influential 
lobbyists for the highway and real 
estate interests urged either 
rejection or vast modification of the 
bill, since they were upset with its 
funding plans. 

That combination proved too 
much for Ryan (D-Detroit) on the 
two pivotal votes last Friday, even 
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Wayne County 
Commissioner Richard 
E. Manning has 
r-e quested the 
assistance of Detroit 
Mayor Coleman Young 
and Gov. William 
Milliken in helping the 
county extricate itself 
“from the mess of 
conflicting State, city 
and Corrections 
Commission’’ rules 
covering the con- 
struction of new jails. 

“We have been 
frustrated at every turn 
by conflicing 
regulations, court in- 
terpretation, mandates, 
advisory opinions, 
engineering assumption 
and architects' opinions 
until we feel that we are 
engaged in the second 
construction of thef 
Tower of Babel,” 
Manning said. 

In a communication to 
Young and Milliken, 
Manning said: “The 
Board of Com- 
missioners, which has 
received schematic 
drawings from the 
design engineers, 
learned in an advisory

According to the 
commissioner, the plans 
do not meet the code’s 
requirements relative to 
the sleeping room size, 
window placement, fire 
exits and other con- 
ditions applicable to 
building used by the 
public “in non-jail 
situations”. 

“Our engineers have 
been following the 
applicable code 
promulgated by the 
State of Michigan 
Corrections Com- 
mission relative to 'Jail 
Housing Require- 
ments’,’’ he told 
the two officials. “The 
necessity to now 
redesign to meet what 
appear to be impossible 
conditions may not only 
delay the completion of 
the new jail, but 
escalate the cost beyond 
our new millage in- 
come.” 
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though Ryan — who must often wins 
his fights — was working at least as 
hard to drum up support from 
outside Detroit. 

First, a substitute for one version, 
earlier - approved by the Senate, 
was clobbered, 65-28. TTiat sub- 
stitute, pushed by Ryan’s urban 
affairs committee, would have 
raised the necessary "seed” money 
on the combination of a $6 tax sur- 
charge on automobile title transfers 
and a doubling of the property 
transfer tax. 

Then, the Senate bill was rebuffed, 
49--J6, on a motion to close it to 
amendments and ready it for 
passage. 

Under the Senate approach, all the 
local match money would have come 
on a $4 surcharge on yearly auto 
license plate purchases throughout a 
7-county southeast Michigan area. 
That was a wider base than Ryan's 
3-county approach and also more 
acceptable to the real estate lobby. 

“When they took that action (the 
second vote), they proved they’re 
just against anything that’s in a city 
called Detroit,” Ryan fumed after 
the vote. 


Although DiNello conceded he and 
some other suburban legislators 
aren’t terribly enthusiastic about 
mass transit in general, the 
suburban bloc’s main gripe was the 
bill’s focus on helping Detroit first, 
the suburbs second, but taxing 
everyone right from the start. 

Another connected problem has 
been the makeup of the Southeast 
Michigan Transit Authority 
(SEMTA) board. The Senate version 
increased the suburbs’ power at 
Detroit’s expense, while Ryan’s 
also-defeated substitute reasserted 
Detroit's hegemony. 

It is SEMTA which would devise 
the actual transit programs in 
connection with the federal 
government, choose what types of 
vehicles to use and over what routes 
they would travel. 

Ryan and other backers of the bill, 
also supported in concept by Gov 
William Milliken, maintained 
throughout last week’s debate that 
failure to act then may well mean 
the federal money never will be 
available, since it is being handed 
out to urban areas on a first-come, 
first-serve basis. 


However, their suburban op- 
ponents resented the rushed 
treatment of the bill and said they 
were not convinced the money will 
be gone when the House reconvenes 
in September.” 

Rep Symons said she wants a 
legislative study of fairer waysto fund 
mass transit, but added she has no 
plans to make such a suggestion 
formally. 


Even if she did. it’s all just anti- 
Detroit stalling, said Ryan, dejected 
after one of the biggest losses of his 
career but unwilling to rule out a 
renewed fight next fall 

“But at the least, Michigan’s 
image to the federal government 
now is downgraded,” Ryan said. 
“And when they (the federal 
government) have the entire 
country to think about, that isn’t 
going to help us get the money.”

The 
French War Ministry 
ordered Cugnot to cease 
work on such inventions.

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Rivers trace 
life of Indians 


The Shiawassee, Flint, Cass and 
Saginaw rivers travel a territory 
where Indian villages, trading posts 
and logging camps once dotted the 
riverbanks. And today’s canoeist 
who traces these rivers will see 
farm, city and industrial develop- 
ment flanked by wilderness areas 
plus historical sites reminiscent of a 
by-gone era. 

The Shiawassee is the most 
popular canoeing stream of the four 
rivers and is the only one with canoe 
rental, delivery and pickup services. 

Starting at Holly in Oakland 
County, the Shiawassee meanders 65 
miles through the rolling farmland 
of Genesee and Shiawassee counties 
into Saginaw County where it meets 
the Saginaw River. 

Borrow’s Canoe Livery in Ban- 
croft, west of Flint, offers trips 
ranging from three to seven hours 
with put-ins upstream at Byron, 
Lehring Road, west of Byron Road 
and Cole Road, west of Durand 
Road. 

Knaggs Bridge on Cole Road 
marks the site of the Knaggstown 
Trading Post, built in 1820, and the 
Indian village which white settlers 
called Big Salt Lick. 

Three trips downstream from 
Dick’s Canoe Livery in Corunna also 
are designed for beginners and offer 
special attractions A favorite is the 
2-hour, 3-mile trip to Green Meadow 
Park in Owosso which also can be 
biked or hiked via riverside path. 

In Owosso, Curwood Castle sits on 
the riverbank on John Street. 
Camera bugs will want to 
photograph this castle workshop 
where author James Oliver Curwood 
wrote stories about Michigan’s and 
Canada’s north country. 

Other points of interest in Owosso 
include the birthplace of Thomas 
Dewey, presidential candidate and 
New York governor, and an original 
settler cabin at one of the city parks. 

A 4-hour trip from Corunna to 
Henderson continues past the homes 
of Owosso, goes through rolling 
countryside and ends at the county 
park. 

Those electing the daylong trip 
from Corunna will end up at 
Chesaning Park where this year the 
famous Showboat Attraction will be 
held Monday through July 17 

Due to numerous rocky riffles, the 
best time to canoe the Shiawassee 
below Owosso is early in the season 
or after a rainfall when water is

Pawanunking or “river of flint” by 
the Indians because of its rocky bed 
The first trading post along the river 
was established in 1819 and even- 
tually become the City of Flint. 

Experienced canoeists who want 
to paddle through Flint will pass by 
residential and industrial sections, 
four city parks and the downtown 
business district. 

However, recreational canoeing is 
best east of Flint from Columbiaville 
to Mott Lake. This 20-mile trip takes 
one to two days and reauires Dor- 
taging at Holloway Dam. Six miles 
of the stream glide along very 
wooded, wilderness-like land with no 
buildings in sifht. 

West of Flint, Indian burial 
grounds at Flushing mark the 
location along the river of an Indian 
battle. A county park at Flushing 
accommodates picnickers. 

Two state games areas, in- 
teresting small towns and some of 
Michigan’s richest agricultural land 
attract canoeists to the 50-mile long 
Cass River in Tuscola and Saginaw 
counties. 

The river and its starting point, 
Cass City, were named for Gen 
Lewis Cass, Michigan’s territorial 
governor from 1813 to 1831. Both 
Cass City and Caro, the next town 
downstream, began as logging 
camps in the 1830s. 

Canoeists will have many op- 
portunities to see wildlife while 
passing through the hundreds of 
acres of woodlands in the Deford and 
Vassar State Game Areas. 

Further downriver is Franken- 
muth, the Bavarian village famous 
for chicken dinners, the Glocken- 
spiel, breweries and quaint shops 
Visitors also can see the recon- 
structed 1845 log cabin used as a 
parsonage, church and school and 
the Chippewa Indian cemetery— 
both west of town near the river. 

Unlike its quiet tributaries and 
converging streams, the Saginaw 
River serves as a commercial 
shipping throughfare for the in- 
dustry lining its banks. 

Although the Saginaw is » not 
usually thought of as a canoeing 
river, expert paddlers may want to 
try the 1- to 2-day-long trips through 
the cities of Saginaw and Bay City 
into Saginaw Bay. Picnickers will 
want to stop at Veterans Memorial 
Park on the east bank of the river 
between Bay City and Saginaw

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USDA sets new poverty guide 


Hie U S. Department 
of Agriculture has set up 
new income poverty 
guidelines for deter- 
mining the eligibility for 
free and reduced-price 
meals and free milk 
under its child nutrition 
programs 

Hie guidelines apply 
to schools and in- 
stitutions which par- 
ticipate in the National 
School Lunch and 
Breakfast programs. 


Child Care Food 
Program and Special 
Milk Program, or 
receive federally 
donated foods. 

The guidelines in- 
crease income 
eligibility by about 14 
percent over last year. 
The increase reflects 
the rise in the Consumer 
Price Index from 1974 
through April of this 
year. 

Under the new 


guidelines, a family of 
four will be eligible for 
the programs if its base 
income is $5,7000, up 
from $5,010. 

Based on the national 
guidelines, the State 
Departmen t of 
Education will issue 
requirements to 
determine whether or 
not children are eligible 
for free or reduced- 
price meals or milk. 


Hie cut-off level for 
income determining 
eligibility must be set by 
the state at 95 percent 
above the national in- 
come poverty 
guidelines. However, in 
establishing the 
eligibility standards for 
free meals and milk, the 
state has the option of 
placing the cut-off level 
at up to 25 percent above 
the national guidelines. 

Under that system the 


state’s guides could ruij 
from $7,130 at the 25 
percent level to $11,110 
at the 95 percent cut-off 
for a family of four. 

Income poverty 
guidelines take into 
account both family size 
and income before 
deduttions for income 
tax, insurance 
premiums and other 
expenses. 

In using the 
guidelines, school food 


authorities can consider 
the family’s income 
during the past 12 
months and the current 
rate of income to 
determine a better 
indicator of need for 
free or reduced-price 
meals and free milk. 

When judging a 
family’s income level, 
local administrators 
also can allow for 
specified hardship 


situations, such as 
unusually high medical 
expenses: housing costs 
which exceed 30 percent 
of income; special 
education expenses due 
to a child’s physical or 
mental condition, and 
disaster or casualty 
losses 

The new federal 
guidelines will run 
through June 30, 1977

Juchartz to serve 3rd term 
on county planners panel 


The director of the Wayne County 
Cooperative Extension Service has 
be re-appointed to his^ third con- 
secutive term on the Wayne County 
Planning Commission. Donald D. 
Juchartz will serve another three 
years on that body. 

The 11-member commission 
directs the development and im- 
provement of county-owned lands 
and facilities. It also reviews 
planning programs initiated by local 
municipalities whenever federal 
funds are involved. 


By law, the commission must 
reflect various segments of the total 
community, such as labor, industry, 
recreation and education. 

Juchartz, who is director of the 
county cooperative extension ser- 
vice, said the commission does not 
follow the traditional role of 
“drawing maps” as its ultimate 
planning goal, but seeks to “improve 
the quality of life, to save essential 
assets in each community that never 
can again be replaced.” 

Juchartz cited three primary 


mandates of the commission: 

—To review all local applications 
for federal grants, which he said 
have been adding up to $l-*6 billion 
each year. 

--To review all requests for 
rezoning in unincorporated portions 
of Wayne County (all townships and 
villages). 

—To insure that zoning and land 
use plans are in harmony, so that 
neighboring communities will not 


plan conflicting developments next 
door to each other 

“Essentially, we try to put 
everything into a total county 
context,” he explained. “We plan, 
advise, encourage, arbitrate, 
oversee — and push for those things 
that will make a better environment 
for all. One thing’s for sure. We’re 
not a rubber stamp agency. We look 
at all sides and we’ve got broad f 
representation to come up with 
impartial decisions.”

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LIVONIA— Thoroughbred racing 
returns to Detroit Race Course 
Tuesday, July 20, and will continue 
119 racing days through December 
4, the latest ever that thoroughbred 
racing has been conducted in 
Michigan. 

With new stables coming from 
Nebraska, Chicago and Kentucky', 
supervisor of racing Tom Dorsey 
predicts the Livonia track will have 
its best meeting in many years. 

“We’ve really screened our stall 
applications this year,’’ Dorsey said. 
“I had to turn down a lot of people 
who had decent horses that weren’t 
quite good enough. We’ve got some 
400 head coming in from out of state 
with hardly a cheap horse among 
them.’’ 

“We had to cut down on some of 
our local horsemen, unfortunately, 
because their stock just didn't fit our 


plans for higher class racing. The 
state legislature approved the 
higher takeout for increased purses 
with the understanding that we were 
going to improve our racing and 
that’s just what we’re doing.” 

Word from Kentucky is that Pete 
Salmen, Jr. of the Crimson King 
Farm will stable his main con- 
tingent of horses at DRC this season 
instead of in Chicago as he has done 
in past years. Salmen will bring 
along jockey Mike Manganello to do 
the bulk of the riding. 

Manganello. 35. rode at DRC early 
in his career in the mid 60’s and has 
returned on occasions to ride in 
stakes races. He won the Michigan 
Mile in 1973 on Golden Don. 
Manganello’s greatest score came 
aboard Dust Commander in the 1970 
Kentucky Derby 

Other iobkeys of note scheduled to 


be on hand are Sam Maple, a local 
star who chose to nde at the Ak-Sar- 
Ben meet in Omaha this year in- 
stead of at Hazel Park; Danny 
Whited, an accomplished veteran; 
and possibly brother David Whited, 
who in 1967 became the third jockey 
ever to win 100 or more races at DRC

1 WHAT TO SELL 

Simply stated, anything that still has usability and some value is a good Garage bale 
item So first you must go through the storage areas of your basement, attic or garage 
and determine what has sales potential Make a list as you go You should find such 
things as garden tools, old furniture, good clothing, toys, musical instruments, sewing 
machines and the like You may be surprised at how many articles you will have 

2 ADVERTISING 

Obviously the best way to advertise your sale is in the Classified Advertising section 
of your newspaper These ads are read avidly by people looking for bargains You can 
keep your ad fairly short and still effective by listing the mosrappealing items separately 
and then lumping others in categories, such as furniture, clothes, toys, antiques, etc 

Of course you will want to use strategically placed signs in the neighborhood -- in 
supermarkets, laundromats, barber shops and schools Spread the woid by mouth, 
also, and you will find that news will travel fast. 

3 PRICING 

Everything must be priced to save both you and the customer valuable time Start by 
listing all items by category on an inventory sheet Antiques, for example, should be 
listed separately from other items Clothing should be priced at approximately one- 
eighth the original cost Any clothing 10 to 15 years old may have nostalgic appeal and 
can be priced slightly higher It might even be placed in the antiques category Electrical 
appliances that work should bring one-fourth the original cost Most prices on most 
articles will be influenced by condition of the items A good-looking item can carry a 
good price If you are involved in a double sale, which we will discuss next, be sure to 
color code your own prices 

4 DOUBLE SALE ^ 0 ^ , 

Many people have found it worthwhile to combine their Garage Sale with that ot a 

friend or neighbor This saves money on costs of advertising and provides a helping 
hand in arranging items, pricing them, dealing with customers, besides providing 
welcome companionship Don't forget to keep separate inventories and different price 
color coding Another important advantage is a more impressive array of merchandise 

5 LENGTH OF THE SALE 

Most productive sales are those that run at least three days Since tests show that 
Thursday is the best day to advertise, the logical start of a sale, would be Friday This 
gives you the entire weekend in which to conduct your business After a day or two the 
word will get around and supplement your advertising efforts After the most attractive 
items are gone, you may wish to reconsider and change prices on those articles which 
have been slow to move 

One-day sales may be profitable for the experienced Garage Sale promoters but in 
the beginner s case many things can go wrong, such as a rainy day, and you may have 
to advertise all over again 

6 SETTING UP YOUR SALE 

The few days before your sale, naturally, will be concerned with selection and 
pricing, but there are some other important preliminary steps You will need change, so 
get to the bank and get plenty of small bills and various size coins Set up a head 
quarters table conveniently located for your customers and from where you can 
supervise the operation Here you will keep your change, your adding machine, your 
inventory lists Always have someone in attendance You also may want to install a hat 
and coat rack and a mirror for the use of those who may want to try on garments 
Arrange sale items in neat rows and allow plenty of walking room between displays 

7 DONT HESITATE TO ASK FOR ADVICE 

Your Classified Advertising department is always ready to advise you on your Garage 
Sale When you advertise it. ask for help from one of our Ad-Visors so that your 
message will have maximum impact And good luck!

1. Keep fresh meat. fish, and 
poultry refrigerated until cook- 
ing time. Freeze meat that won't 
be used within two or three days 
after purchase. Freeze ham- 
burger, poultry, and seafood 
immediately if you won t be 
using it within one day. 
Remember that quick use 
assures highest quality, max- 
imum nutrients. 


2. If you’re freezing meat for 
one or two weeks, it's fine to 
leave just the plastic store wrap 
on the meat. But for longer 
storage, cover the plastic with 
foil to prevent dehydration, 
freezer burn, and flavor 
changes.

4. Cut off tops and root tips 
from carrots, beets, and 
radishes to minimize wilting. 
(Serve beet tops as a vegetable - 
they're rich in vitamin A, and 
iron.) 

5. Refrigerate leftover 
vegetables as soon as possible 
and use them within a day or 
two. 

6. Keep most vegetables in the 
crisper section of the 
refrigerator or enclosed in 
plastic bags to assure the high 
humidity that prevents wilting.
